Gov. Willson Plans to Block 
Raids Before Ihey Are 
Well Started. 



PEACEFUL ARMIES ALSO 



Russellville Raid Was Only 
Otganizad to Intimidate 
Hopkinsville Witnesses. 



Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 3.-Gov. 
Willson was> .'iecfcthis morning of 
the raid on "hussellville, and imme- 
diately prepared a typewritten state- 
ment concerning the affair, in which 
he offers a reward ol $500 for any 
information given in advance of a 
contemplated raid by "night riders' 
or the socalled "peaceful armies." 
This is a new feature in the case, 
and the Governor expects that it will 
prevent more troubles like the at- 
tacks on Princeton, Hopkinsville and 
Russellville. 

In the statement the Governor de- 
clares that not only the night riders, 
but the peaceful armies as well, are 
acting in violation of the law, and 
he declares that every power in the 
;ate rall be used in efforts to stop 
%n. of lawlessness, in the to- 
Eo regions. 
The Governor in strong terms de- 
nounces as cowards and criminals, 
not only the members of the bands 
which operate at night, destroying 
property in the towns and country, 
but he also declares that if the law 
is to be upheld the "peaceful arm- 
ies" must be stopped as well. 

"The Russellville raid was clearly 
a violation of the promises made by 
the managers of the associations in 
that part of the State, and was made 
to hinder the pftsecution at Hop- 
kinsville by intimidating the officials 
and witnec" -> ' * the only result 
will be to aav , crimes and new 
criminals,, guilty of open felonies 
similar to those at Hopkinsville and 
Princeton, and to make it harder for 
the tobacco growers in that region 
even to get living prices for their 
tobacco; to further disgrace the 
State, inflict further immense de- 
struction of values of farms and all 
properity in tnat district, to destroy 
the tobacco market there, to oppress 
and grieve the people and^take away 
their liberties and to shake their 
faith in the protection of the laws 
and to force capital and valuable im- 
migration to shun Kentncky, and 
all this without the least hope or 
chance to help the men who formed 
these conspiracies, or any of their 
tobacco. 

MEANS MORE CRIMES. 

"It simply means more crhne, 
more criminals, more who will have 
to go to the penitentiary and more 
disgrace to Kentucky, more distress

RUSSELLVILLE'S 
RECENT RAID 



Planned Very Much Like the 
the One Here De- 
cember 7. 



MARCHED ON FOOT. 



Crowd Was Small; Some 
Estimates Putting the 
Number at 50. 



Russellville, Ky., Jan. 6.— The raid 
here last Friday morning was short- 
ly after midnight. The night riders 
were not on horseback when the at- 
tack began. TJ^e night policeman 
attempting to ring the fire alarm, 
after striking the bell three times, 
heard a nearby voice say "stop that 
racket." Looking around he gazed 
down the muzzles of two Winches- 
ters held by masked men. He was 
ordered to hold up his hands and 
make no further attempt at an 
alarm. 

The night riders were evidently 
thoroughly drilled and under expe- 
rienced lieutenants, as guards and 
patrols were stationed at every van- 
tage point in town before the citi- 
zens knew of their presence and be- 
fore the signal wa3 given for the 
firing of the factories. 

Miss McQuilkan, night operator 
for the Home Telephone Company, 
requested the guards who prevented 
her from manipulating the board to 
allow her to answer her mother, who 
was frantically ringing for her. 
They allowed her to state to her 
mother that she was in no danger, 
but would allow no further conver- 
sation.^ After accomplishing their 
purposes they marched in military 
form around to where they 
placed pickets, picking them up as 
they went. After firing the Ameri- 
can Snuft Company's factory they 
morched through the center of town 
in iwo lines extending across 
street, with eight file closers in the 
rear walking backward with ready 
guns.

Bail Is Denied and Fifth

Georgetown, Ky., Jan. 5.— The 
jury in the Powers case was unable 
to agree on a verdict and was dis- 
charged by Judge Morris, who over- 
ruled a motion for bail and fixed 
July 6 as the date for the next trial. 
The jury stood ten for acquittal and 
two for conviction. Powers' friends 
and attorneys have taken steps to- 
ward requesting a pardon from Gov. 
Willson, and a long telegram was 
sent the Chief Executive, inform- 
ing him how the jury stood. It is 
said petitions will be circulated 
throughout Kentucky and the Uni- 
ted States in the hope that thousands 
of persons will sign, 'asking Gov. 
Willson to issue a pardon. Ten of 
the jurors signed an affidavit stat- 
ing that from the evidence they do 
not believe Jim Howard fired the 
shot that killed Gov. Goebel.

BURLEY POOL 
DEAL IS OFF 



Another Conference With 
The Gov. and Pres. Duke 
to be Waited Upon. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 6.— At a con- 
ference between Gov. Willson, R. K. 
Smith and H. A. Walker, represent- 
ing the American Tobacco Company 
held in the Governor's office Satur- 
day, Mr. Smith agreed to arrange 
a meeting between the Executive 
Committee of the Burley Tobacco 
Society and President James B.Duke. 
of the American Tobacco Company. 
State SDnator J. VV. Newman has 
prepared a resolution which will be 
introduced on the first day of the 
coming session of the General As- 
sembly for the appointment of a 
committee of seven members to ii 
vestigate the tobacco conditior 
thoroughly and report the causes for 
the recent disorders. 

The conference at Frankfort fo 
lowed the refusal of the Society of 
Equity to accept Mr. Smith's offer 
of 12 cents for 10,000,000 pounds of 
the Burley pool of 60,000,000 pounds. 
The tobactb is being held at 15 cents. 
The negotiations were broken off be- 
cause Mr. Smith had no authority 
to buy the whole pool. It is believ- 
ed that the price might have been 
accepted if the offer had been for 
the entire pool. Burley tobacco 
sold Saturday in the Lexington mar- 
ket at $10.38.

WRITES TO JUDGE COOK 

Urges That The Investigt. 
tion be as Searching as 
Possible. 



Frankfort, Ky„ Jan. 2. -Gov. 
Willson to-day addressed a letter to 
Circuit Judge Thomas P. Cook at 
Hopkinsville. in which he expressed 
the belief that Judge Cook would do 
his duty during- the present term of 
court faithfully and usefully, not- 
withstanding the fact that the duty, 
would be an unpleasant one under 
the existing circumstances. The 
Governor assured Judge Cook that 
he gave no credit to the thoughtless 
talk being indulged in by some that 
the officials of the court would not 
do their full duty in the investiga- 
tion of the raid on Hopkinsville. 

He said there was no doubt tnat 
several hundred men were guilty of 
a felony under the Kuklux act and 
of a conspiracy to commit arson and 
of shooting with intent to kill. He 
said the act was a calamity to the 
state, district and to Christian coun- 
ty, the full extent of which will not 
be counted for years to come. He 
said that the crime admitted of no 
defense and would not admit of any 
hesitation of the authorities to con- 
demn it. 

Gov. Willson pleaded with Judge 

Cook for the most earnest, serious 
and unyielding effort on the part of 
hinr^elf and the Commonwealth's 
Attorney for the apprehension and 
indictment of the guilty, but asked 
for an absolutely fair and impartial 
investigation of everyone on trial. 
The Governor further assured Judge 
Cook that he had done all he could 
do to uphold the law and sustain the 
cpurt, and that he would continue 
to do so, but that, on the other hand, 
he would be faithful to bis duty in 
the consideration of the condition of 
the investigation.

KILAUEA WORTH A VISIT. 



Kllauea, the spur of the great 
Mauna Loa, Is a well-behaved volcano, 
as it can be visited with perfect safe- 
ty, even if In eruption — as it Is from 
time to time — when exhibitions of ac- 
tivity are given that are worth travel- 
ing thousands of miles to witness. 
This volcano is on the island of Ha- 
waii, and the shortest possible trip 
that can be made to it form Honolulu 
covers four days. This allows only 
half a day at the volcano, which is 
much too short a time to study the 
workings of what la considered one of 
the world's wonders. A week at least 
should l'j given to the trip. The sea 
voyage is always more or less rough, 
but the boats, although small, are 
comfortable. From Hilo, where the 
water trip ends, there is a railroad 
ride of about 18 miles through the big 
Olaa sugar plantation. This is follow- 
ed by a sta^e run of 11 miles over a 
road leading through a perfect fairy- 
land of tropical foliage, the highway 
being lined on either side with roses, 
magnolias and ferns, which last grow 
to the size of trees without losing any 
of their delicate beauty. Returning 
by the other route, there is a stage 
drive of 35 miles over lava roads and 
across the great flow which ran Into 
the sea from Mauna Loa several years 
ago.— Leslie's Weekly.

He supplies the lubricant to 
keep the wheels of progress in mo- 
tion, and If he only knew it could buy 
and sell a few hundred Rockefellers, 
and still have enough left to purchase 
a few kingdoms as large as Spain.

To the Honorable Board of Cot 

of HorkinsvllJe— - 
Gentlemen— We hereby subm 
ropnrt of the work done by the 
health board during 1907 and beg to 
make some suggestions and recom- 
mendations* to the council for their 
consideration during the year 1908. 
During the year there were reported 
to the board 61 births, divided as 
follows: White males, 26; white fe- 
males, 24; colored malw, 5; colored 
females, 6. As is usual there were 
few colored births reported, for the 
reason that there are no physicians 
in attendance on these cases, there- 
fore no report is received. There 
was reported 124 deaths, as follows: 
Male white, 24; female white. 16; 
male colored, 38; female coaered, 46. 
Contagious diseases reported: Ty- 
phoid fever, 33; scarlet fever, 11; 
measles, 12; tuberculosis, 14; diph- 
theria, 4. There were 295 nuisance 
notices served and the nuisances 
abated; 24 houses were placarded 
and 56 houses fumigated and dlsitv 
fected. 

There has been so much scarlet 
fever and is so widely different dis- 
tricts that we have made a strenuous 
effort to find the origin of the infec- 
tion but have been unable to find 
any connection these cases have with 
each other, in view of the fact 
that during 1906 we had the same 
condition of affairs we are forced to 
the conclusion that the disease had 
origin in unsanitary conditions 
which are known to produce this 
trpuble. The typhoid cases are due 
to the carelessness of people who 
have the disease in their homes, to 
eating unclean food and drinking 
polluted water, and bad drainage. 
When we look at the above list of 
contagious and infectious diseases 
and remember that they are prevent- 
able, it is enough to stagger us and 
should be enough to awaken the 
people to the importance of these 
matters and cause them to give the 
health board their hearty co-opera- 
tion and support for be it known, 
that a health board be it ever so dil- 
igent cannot do effective work un- 
aided and alone. It must have the 
support of the people it would bene- 
fit. , 
In this connection I would call the 
attention of the council to the im- 
portance of looking closely into the 
question of drainage. Some of the 
surface sewers are entirely too small 
and new ones are badly needed in 
several places. In our report last 
year we suggested a public market 
house and again we make the sug- 
gestion as being the be3t method of 
giving our citizens a pure food sup- 
ply. The inspection of the meat 
shops should not be overlooked, the 
clean meat shops will give us its 
hearty support and co-operation, and 
the filthy man is the one we are af- 
ter. Expectorating on the sidewalk 
insightly, unsanitary, tends to 
ad disease and is otherwise ob- 
icnable, and we would endorse 
an ordinance prohibiting th\3 dis- 
gusting practice. All of which is 
most respectfully submitted,

NO INVASION 
BY PEACE ARMY 



Usual Crowd In Town Yes 
terday But All Was 
Quiet. 



SOLDIERS GET BIG GUN. 



Viewed By the Public and 
Stir Created By Its 
Presence. 



If there were any plans for a 
gathering of unusual proportions in 
Hopkinsville yesterday, they did not 
materialize. Only the ordinary 
"first Monday" crowd of farmers 
were on hand. The county commit- 
tee of the association held its regu- 
lar monthly meeting in the forenoon. 
Chairman W. W. Radford presided 
and most of the country districts 
were represented. One or two com- 
mitteemen reported Ithat they had 
heard rumors that some association 
tobacco had been sold outside of the 
association. Committees were ap- 
pointed to investigate the truth of 
the reports. There was no publi 
speaking held and nothing occurred 
to justify the report that a demon' 
stration was to be made to intimi- 
date the grand jury in investigating 
the raid of Dec. 7. 

Gatling Gun Arrives. 

The citizens were surprised yester- 
day morning to find one of the State 
Guards' gatling guns yi front of 
soldiers' headquarters on Court 
Square. Gov. Willson had sent it 
down Sunday night with a squad of 
three men and it was conspicuously 
displayed as evidence of the Govern- 
unflinching determination to 
enforce the law, by peace confer- 
M if possible but by force of 
arms if necessary. 

The gatlirg gun, bright and shin- 
ing, was manipulated by the soldiers 
for the entertainment of the crowds 
who crowded around to inspect its 
mechanism. Many had never seen 
a piece of artillery so formidable be-

Boiled in Milk It One Excellent Way 
of Preparing it — In the Form 
of an Omelet— Served 
as Pudding. 

A nice way to cook tender coin l» In 
milk. In this case husk the corn and 
drop into the boiling milk. Cook Just 
five minutes from the time it begins 
to boll. Keep covered closely while 
cooking and serve as soon as done. 
Where there is a large family to be 
provided with corn, it is wiser to cook 
the corn in relays. 

Indian Corn Pudding.— Select firm, 
fresh ears of corn, medium size, and 
with a keen-bladed kuife score each 
row of kernels, then scrape out the 
pulp, leaving the hulls on the cob. To 
the pulp taken from a dozen ears allow [ 
a pint and a half rich milk, four beat- 
en eggs, a teaspoonful salt, a half tea- 
spoonful pepper, and if the corn lacks 
•weetness two or three tablcspoonfuls 
sugar. Hake in a well-buttered deep 
earthen dish for two hours, in a slow, 
steady oven. 

Corn Fritters.— Cut the kernels fro»i 
four good sized ears young corn. Add 
two beaten eggs, half a teaspoonful 
Bait, a saltspoonful pepper, a cup of 
flour pressed down and heaped a little, 
and a cup of cold milk. Have ready a 
hot frying pan well greased and drop 
la the batter by spoonfuls. There 
should be enough for a dozens. Do 
not let the fritters touch. Cook in re- 
lays, frying on one side four minutes, 
then turn and fry the other. These 
are delicious as an accompaniment for 
chicken or to serve for breakfast. 

Green Corn Omelet— Score the rows 
of four large ears of corn and scrape 
out the pulp. Mix with five well-beat- 
en eggs, whites and yolks together, 
one tablespoonful cream, half a tea- 
spoonful salt and pepper to season. 
Heat a frying pan, drop in a table- 
spoonful butter and grease every por- 
tion of the sides and bottom. Pour in 
the omelet and tilt the pan, sliding a 
thin-bladed knife under the omelet to 
prevent Its sticking. When ■ nearly 
cooked on top the stove, set in the 
oven to finish. Then fold c 
turn on to a hot platter. 

Broiled Sweet Corn.— Boil the ears 



A woman who dots bor own work 
and yet likes to entertain a good deal 
hae brought order out of chaos and 
made the work lighter for herself by 
limiting her dinner to three hot dishes. 
She serves first iced canteloupe, grape 
fruit or oysters, according to the sea- 
son; then meat, potatoes and dne veg- 
etable. Salad and dessert are pre- 
pared before hand, and so Is the coffee. 
She serves all but the three hot dishes 
—which, of course, must be brought 
from the kitchen — from a small serv- 
ing table at her side, which has two 
shelves beneath it and an outstanding 
bracket shelf for the clean and used 
dishes. The coffee, in a French coffee 
pot, stands on one of the brackets of 
the serving table and boils merrily 
until required.

Baked Corn.— Take off the coar 
outer husks from young corn, turn 
back the inner and remove the silk. 
Bring the inner husks back over the 
end, tie in place and lay in the oven. 
Bake about 20 minutes. 

What to Do with Left-Over Corn- 
Cut from the cob, then chop very fine. 
Put over the fire in a shallow basin, 
adding milk to moisten slightly. Let 
It Just come to a boil, no more, or it 
will be hopelessly toughened; eei 
with salt, pepper and butter, and serve 
at once.
